Cobalt Bomb Is 
More Deadly 
Than H-Bomb 


NEW YORK (UP) — The most 


deadly weapon yet which could an- 
nihilate all life on earth can now be 
made successfully a dispatch in the 
New York Times said today. 


The cobalt bomb — a nyarogen 


bomb encased in a cobalt shell— 
passed from the realm of the theo- 
retical during the recent hydro- 
gen blasts at the Eniwetok proving 
grounds in the Pacific, New York 
Times Science Writer William L. 
Lawrence said in a two-column 
story in the Times. 
. 


The story said the explosion of a 


cobalt bomb would produce a ra- 
dioactive cloud 320 times more 
powerful than radium. The cloud, 
carried by prevailing winds, could 
travel thousands of miles desttoy- 
ing all life in its path. 


Prof. Harrison Brown, nuclear 


chemist at the California Institute 
of Technology suid if a 
cobalt 


bomb were set off 1,000 miles .west 
-of California "the radioactive dust 
would reach California in about a 
day and New York in four or five 
days, killing most life as it tra- 
verses the continent," 
according 


to t he newspaper. 


"Similarly," the Times 
quoted 


Brown, "the Western powers could 
explode -hydrogen-cobalt bombs on 
a nftrth-soiith line about the longi- 
tude of Prague that would destroy 
all life within a strip 1,500 miles 
wide, extending from' Leningrad to 
Odessa, nd 3,000 miles , deep from 
Prague to the Ural mountains. 


"Such an attack would produce 


a 'scorched earth' unprecedented 
in history," Brown told the news- 
paper. 


The recent hydrogen tests 
at 


Eniwetok virtualy proved that the 
cobalt bomb can be made by any 
power possession the khow-how of 
the hydrogen bomb.

is a hydrogen bomb encased in 
cobalt instead of steel.
